Israel Sends Warning to Enemies 


Official suggests 
country responsible 
for airstrike in Syria 


Munich 

Israel’s defense minister strongly 
signaled Sunday that his country 
was behind an airstrike in Sjn'ia last 
week, telling a high-profile securi- 
ty conference that Israeli threats to 
take preemptive action against its 
enemies are not empty. “We mean 
it,” Ehud Barak declared. 

Israel has not officially con- 
firmed that its planes attacked a site 
near Damascus, targeting ground- 
to-air missiles apparently headed 
for Lebanon, but its intentions have 
been beyond dispute. During the 
22 months of civil war in Syria, 
Israeli leaders have repeatedly 
expressed concern that high-end 
weapons could fall into the hands of 
Hezbollah, the Lebanese militants. 

For years, Israel has been charg- 
ing that Syrian President Bashar 
Assad and Iran have been arming

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In Daughter's Death, 
A Dream Shattered 


New Delhi 

She was her family’s biggest hope. 
In a country where women are 
often pushed into subservience, 
the 23-year-old who dreamed of 
becoming a doctor was going to 
lift them out of poverty. 

“Without her we are lost,” said 
her father in the family’s tiny apart- 
ment, talking of his daughter, who 
died after she was gang-raped in 
December. The case galvanized 
public anger in India over sexual 
attacks and the inability of author- 
ities to stop them. 

The victim and her family can- 
not be identified until the end of the 
trial because of a legal gag order. 

Indian culture has a deeply root- 
ed preference for sons, yet this fam- 
ily reflects a growing part of soci- 
ety that is changing. When she said 
she wanted to study physiothera- 
py, her father asked the older son 
to delay college. Money was scarce. 

“She was the hero of the film in 
our family,” the father said. 

She was awaiting her final exam 
results when everything changed. 
She went to a movie with a male 
friend Dec. 16 but never returned. 

The police called at 11:10 p.m. 
to say she had been in an accident. 

The truth was much worse: The 
two had gotten on a bus that turned 
out to be driven by six men out for 
a joy ride, according to police. He 
was beaten. She was gang-raped. 

She fought to live, her mother

Silver Spring 

More than two years behind sched- 
ule and $80 million over its original 
budget, the Silver Spring Transit 
Center remains plagued by finger- 
pointing and threats of legal action 
between Montgomery County offi- 
cials and building contractors over 
concrete flooring and other struc- 
tural issues. 

Montgomery officials main- 
tain that the long-delayed mass- 
transit hub at Wayne Avenue and 
Colesville Road, which would be a 
central depot for buses, Metrorail 
and MARC trains in the heart of 
Silver Spring’s revitalized down- 
town, will open in September. But 
they acknowledge that the timeta- 
ble is contingent on the findings of 
a consultant’s study commissioned 
by the county to assess construc- 
tion and engineering concerns over 
the three-tiered facility. 

The latest round of recrimi- 
nations surfaced publicly Thurs- 
day when Bryant Foulger, man- 
aging principal of Foulger-Pratt, 
the prime contractor on the proj- 
ect, said in an interview that the 
county has needlessly delayed com- 
pletion of the center for months.

may have been inadequately rein- 
forced with embedded steel. There 
are also cracks in the concrete. 

Foulger said the firm proposed

fixes to the problems last spring but 
that he has received no response 
from Montgomery officials. 

“We’ve been waiting and wait- 
ing and waiting,” said Foulger, 
whose firm has been a major play- 
er in the redevelopment of Sil- 
ver Spring. “We’re kind of at our 
wit’s end.” 

Joined by his attorney during 
the 30-minute conference call, he 
also said construction had been 
hampered by flaws in the coun- 


ty’s original design, which he said 
wasn’t “fully coordinated or com- 
pleted.” 

Patrick Lacefield, spokesman 
for County Executive Isiah Leggett, 
said officials will have more to say 
after delivery of the consultant’s 
study, which is being compiled by 
KCE Structural Engineers and is 
due within a couple of weeks. Until 
then, he said, discussions with the 
company about construction flaws 
or how they might be addressed 
are not productive. 

“Once we get the report, then 
we’ll be able to respond to what it 
is they are saying,” Lacefield said. 

Lacefield added, however, that 
the opening of the center would 
not be held up by litigation. 

“Nobody wants to open this 
transit center quicker than we

Contractors Plan for More Cuts 



As defense spending 
drops, companies 
continue to downsize 

Washington 

The D.C. region’s contracting com- 
panies have made dramatic cuts in 
recent years, from Bethesda-based 
Lockheed Martin’s 2010 buyout for 
hundreds of senior executives to 
Booz Allen Hamilton’s 2012 reduc- 
tions in its management ranks. 

Many in the region thought the 
worst might be over, but contractors 
are making it clear they’re not done 
yet. Reporting declining profit and 
sales, companies from Northrop 
Grumman to General Dynamics 
are promising a continued focus 
on reducing costs. 

McLean-based Booz Allen Ham- 
ilton, a contracting giant that cut 
2 percent from its ranks a year ago, 
said that it is trimming its staff again. 


Ralph Shrader, Booz Allen’s chief 
executive, chairman and president, 
said in a call with investors last 
week that the company thought the 
head count reductions it made last 
year would “place us well ahead of 
the curve.” 


“Unfortunately, the curve kept 
changing faster than we thought,” 
he said. “What we are coming to 
grips with as an organization ... is 
that, when your growth rate slows, 
it’s time to take a good look at some 
of the practices ... and decide wheth- 


er they are sustainable over uncer- 
tain times.” 

At Falls Church-based Northrop 
Grumman, where earnings for the 
quarter were also down, Wes Bush, 
the company’s chief executive, said 
he is pushing for more efficiency. 

“I am not going to set any pub- 
lic targets on how much more we 
can get there, but ... we are deter- 
mined and ensuring that we can 
be very, very competitive from a 
cost-structure perspective,” Bush 
said in a recent call with investors. 

Loren Thompson, a defense 
industry consultant, said every 
contractor is under pressure to 
cut its spending. “Defense spend- 
ing is falling by hundreds of bil- 
lions of dollars over the next sev- 
eral years,” he said. “It’s going to 
impact companies relatively grad- 
ually, and so they have time to 
make adjustments and plan for how 
best to deal with the downturn.”

‘Cool Disco' Name, Meant 
As a Tribute, Riles Artists 


Washington 

When a Dupont Circle doughnut 
shop changed its name Thurs- 
day, less than 24 hours before its 
planned opening, it was either an 
overreaction or just deserts. 

The shop at 2029 P St. NW was 
preparing to open at 10 a.m. Friday 
with the name Cool Disco Donut — 
until Facebook posts started rolling 
in. What owner Aaron Gordon says 
he saw as an unofficial tribute to 
D.C. graffiti icon Cool “Disco” Dan, 
others saw as a crass appropriation 
of a living artist’s name and work. 

“It was such a playful, fun name. 
... It reminded me of my child- 
hood,” said Gordon, who grew up 
near Eastern Market and remem- 
bered seeing the artist’s eponymous 
tags on buildings and near Metro 
tracks as a kid. “The [store] name 
was never so much supposed to 
be about Cool Disco Dan. ... It was 
about the culture and not neces- 
sarily about him.” 

After a day of overwhelm- 
ingly negative feedback, Gordon 
changed the name to Zeke’s D.C. 


Donutz, after his middle name. 
The “Cool Disco Donut” mural by 
the door will go; the graffiti inte- 
rior will stay. And so will some of 
the hurt feelings, at least for a little 
while, among a community that is 
extremely protective of Cool “Disco” 
Dan (real name: Dan Hogg), their 
onetime rebel hero. 

Asad Walker, also known as the 
graffiti artist Ultra, started a Face- 
book page called “The Society for 
the Preservation of Cool ‘Disco’ 
Dan” and threatened to picket the 
store opening. 

“To a guy on the street, his name 
is everything, particularly for a 
graffiti artist,” Walker said. “And 
to have it diminished and changed 
into the name of a doughnut shop 
is not really very respectful to me.” 

Filmmaker Joseph Pattisall, 
who produced the soon-to-be- 
released “The Legend of Cool 
‘Disco’ Dan” with Roger Cast- 
man, has another idea: “If [Gor- 
don] really wants to make things 
right, he could offer Dan a job. Dan 
would love a kitchen job,” he said.

Phil Finishes Off Phoenix Open 


Mickelson completes 
dominating victory 
with a 67 on Sunday 

PGA Tour 

Phil Mickelson completed a wire- 
to-wire victory in the Phoenix 
Open, again flirting with history 
in a dominating four-day run at 
TPC Scottsdale. 

Mickelson shot a 4-under 67 on 
Sunday to finish at 28-under 256, 
two strokes off the PGA Tour record 
of 254 set by Tommy Armour III 
in the 2003 Texas Open. 

Mickelson missed a chance for 
a 59 in the first round when his 
25-foot birdie putt on the final hole 


Nearly Perfect 

Phil Mickelson finished the Phoenix 
Open at 28-under 256, two strokes 
off the PGA Tour record.

caught the right edge of the cup, 
curled 180 degrees and stayed out. 
He settled for a 60 and followed 
with rounds of 65 and 64 to take a 
six-stroke lead into the final round. 

Brandt Snedeker finished sec- 
ond, four strokes back after a 65. 

Mickelson took a three-stroke 
lead to the 17th tee, and nearly 
drove into the left-side water on 
the drivable par 4, his ball stop- 
ping a yard short of the hazard. He 
hit his 25-yard second shot 15 feet 
past the hole and made the birdie 
putt. Snedeker matched him with 
a little shorter putt to remain three 
shots behind. 

Mickelson parred the par-4 18th 
after another drive to the left, one 
that easily cleared the water he hit 


into Friday en route to a double 
bogey. Snedeker closed with a bogey. 

Mickelson had his third wire-to- 
wire victory and first since the 2006 
BellSouth Classic — a 13-stroke 
blowout the week before the second 
of his three Masters victories. He 
pushed his victory total to 41, win- 
ning for the first time since his vic- 
tory at Pebble Beach 51 weeks ago. 

Making his 24th appearance in 
the event that he also won in 1996 
and 2005, Mickelson tied the tour- 
nament scoring record set by Mark 
Calcavecchia in 2001, and joined Cal- 
cavecchia, Arnold Palmer and Gene 
Littler as the only three-time win- 
ners. With six victories in Arizona, 
Mickelson also matched Johnny Mill- 
er’s tour record, john nicholson (ap)

The Magic of Music 



Dave GrohL's new film, 
‘Sound City,’ is a Love 
Letter to the oLd way 
bands made records 


Screen 

Rocker Dave Grohl set out to make a 
recording studio the subject of his first- 
ever film. He was intrigued not only 
by the studio but by a specific piece of 
recording equipment — a 1970s-era 
sound board — that captured every 
note of music made there. 

“Sound City” offers a colorful piece 
of music history, a candid examination 
of changes wrought by technology and 
a defiant statement about not surren- 
dering the human element in creativ- 
ity. GrohFs rookie film made it to the 
Sundance movie festival, can be pur- 
chased as a digital download for $12.99 
and is accompanied by an album fea- 
turing artists he interviewed. 

“It honestly was more like a keg 
party with a camera than making a 
Hollywood film,” Grohl says. 

Grohl knew nothing about the 
Sound City studio in Van Nuys, Calif, 
when he and fellow Nirvana mem- 
bers Kurt Cobain and Krist Novoselic 
booked a session to make “Nevermind” 
in 1991. Their California record compa- 
ny wanted Nirvana nearby to keep an 
eye on them and Sound City was cheap. 

It was in a nondescript neighbor- 
hood and looked like a dump, with 
tired shag carpeting. Then Nirvana 


noticed all the gold records on the 
wall from artists who had recorded 


there: Fleetwood Mac, Tom Petty, 
Van Halen, REO Speedwagon, Guns 
N’ Roses, Neil Young, Cheap Trick, 
Slayer, Rick Springfield and more. 

After plugging in their instru- 
ments and running through “In 
Bloom,” Grohl and his mates discov- 
ered why. The sound was amazing. 

“You might have never heard 
of Nirvana if we had recorded in 


Holljwood with a fancy producer 
who made us sound like Def Lep- 
pard,” he says. “The fact that that 
[sound] board made us sound like 
us is what people appreciated.” 

When Grohl inquired about 
buying the recording console a 
few years ago, the studio opera- 
tor suggested she’d rather sell her 
grandmother. But then Sound City 
closed — a result of cheap technolo 
gy making it possible to record in 
bedrooms — and Grohl’s wish

A1 Pacino, energized by a conver- 
sation that has inevitably turned 
to the intricacies of acting, is snap- 
ping his fingers. 

“When you get me on the act- 
ing trail, I get on that train,” he 
says, punctuating what he calls an 
improvised “thesis on time” with 
staccato snaps. 

The 72-year-old may be gray- 
haired and a little worn, but he 
remains, like a dancer, always on 
his toes, and still enamored of the 
“crazy, crazy, crazy thing” that is 
acting: “You’re always looking for 
what’s going to feed you, what’s 
going to feed the spirit and get 
you going.” 

And Pacino is still getting going. 
Yet the subject of time — how much 
is needed to find a character and 
how it dictates the parts he chooses 
now — weighs on his mind. 

“Sometimes I’m tempted to say. 
Why am I doing this? Why am I 
still doing this?”’ he says. “Then, 
after I don’t do it for a while, I say: 
‘Oh, now I know why I still do it.’ 
If I suddenly didn’t want to do it 


anymore, that’d be fine. I’d prob- 
ably be an usher again in a play- 
house.” 

If Pacino is feeling reminis- 
cent of his early days as a Bronx- 
born aspiring thespian knocking 


around in 1960s downtown New 
York theaters and cafes, it’s part- 
ly because his recent work reflects 
on his beginnings. Not many know 
that Pacino started out as a come- 
dian. He jokes that though he did 


a movie with Robin Williams 
(“Insomnia”), “he didn’t know that 
I really wanted to be him.”

Pacino, funny guy, has certainly 
been glimpsed before. But after a 
career better known for gangsters, 
crooks and Shakespearean villains, 
Pacino has lately been exercising 
his comedy chops. After finish- 
ing a revival run on Broadway of 
“Glengarry Glen Ross” in which he 
played up the laughs as the desper- 
ate, over-the-hill salesman Shelley, 
Pacino stars in the crime comedy 
film “Stand Up Guys.” 

His fondness for broad comedy 
helps explain the most inscrutable 
credit in Pacino’s filmography: the 
2011 Adam Sandler film “Jack and 
Jill,” in which he rapped a Dunkin’ 
Donuts ad as “Dunkaccino.” 

“The reason I stayed in the pro- 
fession [is] because I fell in love 
with drama, whether it’s comedy 
or tragedy,” Pacino says. “I became 
more or less sort of serious about
